Juno ll.—"China 
appears to ho entering tho second 
otage In tho program outilitoA by 
the late dun Tat-een, father of 
China’s 
Nationalistic 
movement, 
M d we may bo witnessing the 
birth of a nation that will take 
Ila place among tho greatest and 
most 
powerful 
nations 
off tho 
earth.” 
This observation was mate by 
Dr Jeremiah W. Jenks, president 
of tho Alexander Hamilton In­ 
stitute and expert on oriental af­ 
fairs, who recently returned from 
China. 
There he met General Chian* 
Kai-shek and other Nationalist 
leaders and learned Brat bani the 
plans they have for consolidating 
China’s great population political­ 
ly and uplifting it socially. 
"Sun Tat-sen,” 
ha 
went on, 
"said the Nationalistic movement 
would bring about Its reform in 
torso stages. 
The First—-Military 
"First, a military reform, Which 
WO hope is nearly ended. Second, 
a political one that would estab­ 
lish a firm governmental control 
over. all of China. Third, a social 
O M , Involving the elevation of the 
common people economically as 
won as politically, a gradual de- 
velopment 
extending 
over 
the 
years.” 
,Thto brings up two questions of 
vital Importance to America—just 
what form of government there 
will bo, and whether tho U. 8. is 
to recognise the Nationalists. 
China 
has 
875,000,000 
people 
and untold potentialities in wealth 
M d power. Once civil strife ends, 
and 
government 
Is 
stabilised, 
China’s rise may rival that of 
America itself. 
"As to tho government," Dr. 
Jenks went on, “it probably wilt 
take tho same form as the regime 
which has held sway in the south 
of China tho past decade. It will 
bo made up of national congress 
of delegates from various districts 
and provinces and overseas citi- 
sens, called to meet once a year. 
Up Ta Committees 
"At first, the delegates probably 
will bo chosen through appoint­ 
ment. 
A central executive com­ 
mittee of 25 members will meet 
every three months. 
It, in turn 
will name a political committee of 
IS members, a standing commit­ 
tee of the central executive com­ 
mittee of nine members, and a 
military council of IS members, 
nine military 
and 
seven non­ 
military. 
“This committee form of gov­ 
ernment already to functioning. A 
meeting of the central executive 
committee was held late in Febru­ 
ary and March.

alcohol Is not a remedy for poison­ 
ous snake bite, ae widely believed, 
"but, on the contrary, alcoholic liq­ 
uors are harmful to persona bitten 
by venomous snakes." 
This opinion was expressed in an 
interview in which Dr. Amaral dis­ 
cussed reports that since the pass­ 
ing of the prohibition law in the 
United 
States 
mortality 
from 
snake bite was Increasing there. 
"Alcohol Imbibed acts principally 
aa a stimulant and as such quick­ 
ens the circulation of the blood and 
aids in 
propagating 
tho venom 
through the victim’s body," Dr. 
Amaral said. "What is necessary to 
produce is the very opposite effect, 
and that is why an Improvised 
tourniquet a little over the bite Is 
counseled ae first ald treat In order 
to obstruct as much aa possible cir­ 
culation of the blood In the bitten 
area. If alcohol is taken the excita­ 
tion set up by it passes off into 
depression and thus Inhibits the 
victim’s reaction to the poison." 
The tradition that alcoholic liq­ 
uors are a remedy for 
poisonous 
snake bite originated In rural re­ 
gions, according to Dr. Amaral, who 
explained IL 
"Happily not all snakes that bite 
human beings are venomous,” he 
said. "The majority of poisonous 
bites are not fatal. Country folk, not

During 1927 a total of 2,354,643 people visited 
i our nineteen national parks, according to Stephen T. 
Mather, director of the National Park Service. 
When compared with the figures for 1926 and 
1925, 1,930,865 and 1,422,353 respectively, the 
great increase in number is seen. 
Furthermore ten 
years ago only 488,268 visitors were recorded in the 
park reservations. 
The figures are extremely gratifying to Cali* 
fornians with 1,857 square miles of park reservation 
divided into four different sections in our state. 
It 
is especially gratifying, too, to note that the heaviest 
travel increase has occurred in Yosemite National 
Park. 
Having the parks within our state is like a magic 
pocket which always has money for the federal au­ 
thorities in charge of the park realize that their 
work is as much to increase the use of the parks as 
to preserve them and so they put forth considerable 
effort in promoting their use, which ipso facto means 
advertising for California. 
George W. Braden, western representative of the 
Playground Association of America, declared in an 
address the other night at Laguna Beach, before 
the South Coast Association that while it might 
seem that taking fifty-three square miles of territory 
from Orange county for park purposes would in­ 
jure the income of the county as it would take it 
from the tax duplicate, yet experience had proven 
that the enhanced value of nearby property more 
than offset the loss due to this cause. 
As is prob­ 
ably known, there are plans made for coupling the 
interest of the county, state, and nation in such a 
manner as to provide for a greater park system 
and Orange county is in the minds of those who are 
interested as one of the counties which is most de­ 
sirable. 
It is a matter to which the public interest 
'will be directed more and more, as we will soon 
vote upon bonds to the amount of six million for 
the state which is to be used for park purposes 
when matched by amounts from the Federal gov­ 
ernment. 
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CALIFORNIA’S CORPORATION LAWS 
AGAIN 


We had occasion recently to discuss the proposed 
amendments to the corporation laws of the state. 
One of these is of so great importance that we 
again call attention to it. 
The outstanding improvement to be made in 
California’s general corporation law is the amend­ 
ment which will abolish the stockholders’ liability 
to creditors. 
One of the great advantages of the corporate 
form of business over the sole trader or the partner­ 
ship, was the fact that the stockholder might lose 
what he chose to invest but he did not risk the 
balance of his fortune. 
The law of California, 
which says that "the stockholder shall be liable 
to creditors for debts of the corporation in the pro­ 
portion that his stock bears to all the stock sub­ 
scribed” was a backward step in the development of 
business finance. 
If the people of the state gen­ 
erally had known of this law, it is safe to say that 
it would have been much more difficult to sell stock 
in California corporations. 
No other state except 
Minnesota makes the stockholders liable to cred­ 
itors. 
There has been an increasing tendency for 
corporations to seek other states as a home. 
Furthermore, it is the very great exception when 
credit is given a corporation relying upon the 
stockholders' ability to pay. 
Almost invariably 
credit is given because of the financial standing of 
the corporation itself. 
It is only after insolvency 
that the creditor discovers that the corporation debt 
is a primary debt of each stockholder and that he 
may be compelled to pay, even without first having 
recourse to the assets of the corporation, 
lf this be 
true, then the proposed amendment will really hurt 
no one but be a great benefit to both the corpora­ 
tion and the stockholder, and no doubt, investors 
from other states will be more willing to buy stock 
in California corporations.

CAPITAL PUNISHM ENT 
The League to Abolish Capital Punishment, a national organi­ 
zation, with offices in New York, sends out a pamphlet giving 
succinctly the reasons for its existence. 
These reasons cannot be too pf ten stated, m the objection 
to capita) punishment is not a mere sentimental one, but is based 
upon fact, results and science. 
The object of any punishment at all Ie two-fold. 
First, to see that the offender shall not be guilty of a similar 
offense and. secondly, to deter others’ from imitating him. 
It 
stands to reason that when a man has been hanged it does him 
no good, while, in the second place, attention Is called to the fact 
that as a matter of statistics capital punishment is not a deterrent. 
In states and * countries which have already abolished the death 
penaly murder has not lncreMSd, In most of them It has decreMsd. 
This is not sentiment. It Is cold fact. 
Secondly, capital punishment is Irrevocable. There have been 
cases of the execution of Innocent men. No punishment should be 
such that It cannot be reversed In case the victim Ie found to be 
innocent. 
Third, more and more juries refuse to convict In first degree 
murder cases, because they object to the penalty. 
Thus instead 
of protecting society it endangers IL 
It allows the guilty to go 
free simply because it is hard to find twelve persons who want to 
kill a man. 
In states which have abolished capital punishment 
there Is a higher percentage of convictions. 
Fourth, the death penalty advertises murder. It is good news­ 
paper copy and the psychological 
effect 
of 
Its 
publicity 
la 
demoralizing. 
Fifth, a second death eannot undo the firsL and killing a 
man for a crime inflicts shame and suffering on hie Innocent 
relatives, at the same time merely sating the desire for vengeance 
on the part of the victim’s friends. 
Sixth, it demoralizes prison officials and prison Inmates. The 
majority of the prison wardens Of the United States and almost 
all modern penologists are against the death penalty. 
Seventh, somehow our fundamental belief is In the sanctity 
of human life and we win never g it over a feeling of repulsion 
when the Hates imitate the murderer. 
Eighth, many states already have abolished capital punish­ 
ment. to wit: 
Maine. Rhode Island. Michigan, Kansas. Wisconsin. North 
and South Dakota and Minnesota. 
Many countries have abolished IL 
Portugal, Holland. Italy.

th* last six weeks. This is accord­

to 
Grant 
Merrill, 
assistant 
farm adviser. 
This estim ate 
Is 
made following many calls to tu r­ 
key flocks which have had heavy 
losses. 
“Losses of half and tw o-thirds 
of the young turkeys in the flocks 
have been common occurrences,” 
says 
Merrill. 
“In many 
flocks, 
losses of two to six hundred young 
turkey# have been found. 
Those 
birds 
which 
have 
survived 
this 
first attack of disease are looking 
good although many of the later 
hatched turkeys have started dying 
of this disease. . 
“Coccidial# is th# cause of id 
per cent of the losses in young 
turkeys in Tehama county to date. 
This disease first shows up when 
the birds ar# from on* to four 
weeks pld. 
The birds usually loss 
weight 
rapidly, 
become 
droopy, 
and die in two or three days, 
In 
some cases the birds ar* sick only 
a few hours. 
•'The disease 
has 
been 
cured 
successfully in Teham a county by 
feeding young turkeys large quan­ 
tities of milk and moving them on 
to fresh clean ground. 
The milk Is 
fed either as liquid milk. sweet or 
sour, replacing all w ater, or is 
more successfully fed in dry form, 
making up a mash of 40 pounds 
dried milk and RO pounds of ground 
grains. 
**A convenient m ixture Is ©no- 
half a sack, (52 pounds) of dried 
milk and a sack. (80 pounds) of 
mill run. 
No other feed is fed 
with the exception of frosh green*. 
It Is not advisable to feed both 
this milk mash and liquid milk ss 
this makes too rich a diet. Losses 
will continue for a week or mor* 
after this change in feeding has 
been made, due to tho fact th at 
birds which have contracted tho 
disease cannot be saved. 
However 
after a week or IO days, the dis­ 
ease should be under control.**

Several washeb have been found 
effective In destroying the eggs on 
the horses, tbs most practical one 
being a two per cent solution of 
any of the standard coal-tar creo 
sots dips. It ie necessary to swab 
all egg-covered parts with the so­ 
lution every six or seven days as 
long as the flies are actively lay­ 
ing eggs. 
To complete the treatment la 
has been found effective to give a 
dose of carbon disulphide in cap 
rules, to kill the Internal bota. 
Carbon disulphide changes Into a 
gas In the horse's stomach and 
poisons the bota, causing thsm to 
release their hold on the walls of 
tbs stomach and intestines and 
pass out 
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The Orange County Farm bureau 
will not accept the agency of mot 
automobile insurance company, ac- 
carding to th» decision of the di­ 
rectors at last meeting.

For the first four years of a wal­ 
nut tree’s life all pruning should he 
done In the summer. This pruning 
should not be done at one time, but 
should be In the nature of oontrel 
of growth and continual training 
along lines determined upon by the 
grower. 
Young walnut trees grow very 
rapidly. Their training should begin 
the first summer In the ground. The 
grower should establish In his mind 
first what general type of tree he 
wants. This decision should be bas­ 
ed upon a factor of strength and 
tree permanency. A walnut tree 
lives to be 48, 50, 80 or IOO years 
old. Therefore, there has to be a 
strong framework. A grape vineyard 
lives perhaps I i years, yet we re­ 
cognise that a grape vineyard must 
be trained during hts second and 
succeeding years very carefully to 
establish Its growth In the proper 
manner. 
A walnut 
grove 
Is far mora 
worthy of care than a grape vine­ 
yard. Weight distribution Is about 
the most Important element’ of 
strength in an old tree. This means 
that permanent lateral branches 
must be some distance apart on the 
trunk and alto that they should be 
distributed around the circumfer­ 
ence of the trunk approximately an 
equal distance from each other. It 
Is the experience of many that a 
somewhat “central leader” type of 
tree Is better than the eld-faahlon 
sd "open vase" 
type as 
far a 
strength Is concerned.

Of Butterfat In Test 
Over 365 Days 


SHELBURNE 
FALLS, 
Mass., 
June 18.—In an ancient, hillside 
barn In a sheltered valley of the 
Hoeaac 
mountains 
of 
northern 
Massachusetts, a Ana old Jersey 
cow, Abigail of Hillside, has com­ 
pleted the world's greatest Jersey 
production record of all time. 
In the 385 daya of teat Abigail 
produced 1197.51 pounds of butter­ 
fat and 23.877 pounds of milk. Her 
milk therefore averaged 8.88 per 
cent butterfat for the year. 
With 
this record she 
supersedes 
the 
butterfat champion, Wagga Gla­ 
dys, an Australian Jersey, as well 
as the milk champion, the English 
Jersey cow, Postmistress. 
Abigail Is owned and was bred 
and tested by the veteran dairy - 
man-breeder, John T. Carpenter, 
of Hillside Jersey farm, here. 
Besides being the world cham­ 
pion for both milk and butterfat 
production, is the only Jersey cow 
with two records averaging over 
HOO 
pounds 
of 
butterfat. 
Her 
record Is also the highest for ail 
breeds on three-times-a-day milk­ 
ing. 
Abigail's production was checked 
on 33 different occasions by 17 
different official supervisors from 
eight states.

H EN you are doping out presidential nominating 
conventions, one of the best bets you can make 
is that a dark horse candidate— a compromise 
or a second-best— will crash to the front after 
a few ballots have made it apparent that die 
leaders in the political steeplechase are running a dead heat 
It has happened time and rime again. 
The best men win 
everywhere, except in political conventions, most of the time. 
Four years ago it happened to the Democrats. _ They got 
Davis, the unknown, when they might have had Smith, Under­ 
wood or McAdoo. 
# 
_ 
Four years before that it happened to the Republicans. They 
got Harding when they might have had Hoover, Hiram Johnson 
or General Wood. 
# 
Deadlocks are the certainest things you can be of in political 
nominating conventions unless this is an oti year. 
If Hoover and Smith can’t win this year, if their places as 
die leading candidates are usurped by men of mediocrity like 
die presidential possibilities you yourself have no use for. 
Hoover and Smith need not feel downhearted. 
They will 
merely be joining a large group of select gentlemen of brains 
who were too good to be president. 
Included in the group are Champ Clark, Daniel Webster, 
Henry Clay, John C. Calhoun, William E. Borah, 
Bob 
La Follette, and so on. 
Some writers are bold enough to say that in all the years 
since Lincoln, when political nominating conventions came into 
real being, inferior men have been picked nearly one-third of 
the time. 
And so, when the tumult and the shouting have died down 
rn Kansas City and Houston, the painful fact will remain that 
several more or less prominent statesmen “also ran” but were 
disappointed at the outcome. And these “ not quite” candidates 
may be regarded by many of their followers as men far superior 
to their successful rivals. 
O 


NE of the earliest of these “ Not-Quite” candidates was 
John C. Calhoun. 
Some time before the campaign of 1824, he con­ 
tracted a bad case of “presidential fever,” says his biographer; 
“that typical disease which has proved fatal to the true glory of 
so many statesmen of the United States, permeated the very 
marrow of his bones.” 
This dread disease continued to rage 
in his veins for at least twenty years afterward. 
“His ambition 
did not betray him into any dishonorable act, but his eye be­ 
came dimmed with regard to the public weal, because, con­ 
sciously or unconsciously, the fatal consideration, what effect his 
course would have upon his standing as a candidate, entered 
more or less into every question.” 
To avoid certain defeat in the 1824 campaign, Calhoun 
withdrew from the race for the presidency and secured election 
as vice president 
Twenty years later Im was still striving for 
the highest office, but unable or unwilling to practice the tricks 
necessary for winning it 
In 1843, he had the backing of South Carolina and Georgia, 
but "Im carried his sense of propriety so far that he declined an 
invitation to visit Ohio in a semi-public wav. on the ground that 
he ought not to do so while his name was before the country as 
a candidate for its highest office.” 
Calhoun’s esteemed contemporapt Colonel Richard M. John­ 
son, of Kentucky, who took part in the same campaign, had no 
similar scruples against self-advertisement 
He stumped the 
north as far as Boston, assuring his hearers that he was the only 
Democrat who could defeat Henry Clay. and admitting that if 
he could not get the presidency he would be glad to accept the 
vice presidential office. 
Calhoun's lofty political virtue was not, unfortunately, a 
correct index of the politics of his day. 
His biographer, already 
quoted, paints a strangely familiar picture of the evils of partisan 
practice nearly a century ago. 
“Calhoun,” be says, “was by 
far the superior of all his Democratic competitors in intellect 
and in justly acquired fame and character, but in spite of his 
great superiority in all the essential qualities, no calm observer 
could doubt for a moment that his hopes were sure to be dis­ 
appointed.” 
_ **The second and third-rate politicians exerted, directly or in­ 
directly, so great an influence upon the party nominations that 
tim chances of the Erst men of tim natioo to reach, in ordinary 
times, the goal of the presidency had become exceedingly small. 
The special interests of this class of people were better 
served by sending one of their own chiefs into the White House 
than by elevating to tim chair a leading statesman, whose re­ 
nown and influence were not based upon their cheap cunning 
m d petty arts.” 


He was the favorite son of Massa­ 
chusetts, but had little support any­ 
where else. 
“There never was a moment when 
Mr. Webster had any real prospect 
of attaining the presidency,” says 
his biographer, 
the 
late Henry 
Cabot 
Lodge. 
“ Unfortunately 
he never could realize this. 
He 
would have been more than hu­ 
man, perhaps, if he had done so. 
The tempting bait hung always 
before his eyes. The prize seemed 
to be always just coming within 
his reach and was really never near 
it 
“ But the longing had entered his 
soul. 
He could not rid himself of 
the idea of this Anal culmination to 
his success; and it warped his feel­ 
ings and actions, injured his career, 
and embittered his last years.” 
The case of Salmon P. Chase, 
eminent son of Olio, seems to show 
that other political honors, be they 
ever so many and however great, 
fail to satisfy the mind that has 
once been innoculated with the 
presidential 
bacillus, 
and 
that 
even death itself is held at bay 
while a chance remains to win the 
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John C. Calhoun. . . . Presi­ 
dential fever permeated the very 
marrow of hts hones.

M ONG tim numerous company of suitors who have paid 
unsuccessful court to that dazzling but elusive first lady 
of the politician's dreamland, Miss Presidential Nomina­ 
tion, John Sherman, of Olio, best illustrates the perils of relying 
on an ardent young John Alden to plead the cause of the hopeful 
but absent Political Miles Standish. 
In 1880 it was James A . Garfield who conducted the wooing 
in behalf of Ohio a'distinguished son, John Sherman, and he 
seemed to be doing his honest best when suddenly the fickle presi­ 
dential maid showed' a violent preference for the pleader and 
eloped with him, straight into the White House. 
' “A suspicion was entertained by many,” says Sherman's 
biographer, “that Garfield, who attended the convention under 
instructions to vote for Mr. Sherman and was himself nominated 
for president, did not give him cordial support.” 
Undiscouraged by this miscarriage of political matrimony. 
Sherman again employed tim services of a deputy-wooer, in 
1888. 
The delicate task was tins time entrusted to William 
McKinley, and his biographer points with pride to his chaste 
refusal of the soft blandishments which had seduced Garfield. 
“ McKinley had heard many intimations,” says this writer, 
“that tim deadlock could be broken if he would consent to be 
even a receptive candidate.” However, he “steadfastly refused 
to give ear to such alluring suggestions. 
He knew that tim time 
had come to put a stop emphatically and unmistakably to any 
movement that might reflect upon Ins honor.

Meantime, the German pugilist had beat it 
through the stage door up an alley and into the 
street while our man, breaking loose from the 
stage hands, followed him in full cry. 


« H 
e overtook him down the street while 
crowds of sailors poured out of the en­ 
trance and closed in to see the finish of the fight 
The Iron Man had the German Lion down by 
the time the police arrived and the second edi­ 
tion of the fun started when they undertook to 
put the American under arrest. 
"They didn’t succeed, but the crowd took the 
Iron Man and the German Lion both back into 
the theater and stood them side by side on the 
stage and called for the manager to produce his 
$25 and the regular medal. 
He responded— 
under protest, perhaps— but he presented the 
Iron Man with the money and a medal of some 
kind. and that part of the thing was over. 
"The admiral— the same who met the ship’s 
mascot and was vanquished— was present at the 
show, as I have said. and he attended the riot. 
too. 
He saw some of his men deal roughly with 
the authorities of a foreign city and be ought, 
perhaps, to have ordered them court-martialed. 
But. as I said about these admirals, you never 
can tell. 
"That one had learned his lesson and he had 
probably gotten as much fun out of seeing the 
Iron Man chase the German Lion around the 
wings of that stage as the crew of my ship had 
seeing him chase their goat, and he probably 
laughed ss much as they had done on thai mem­ 
orable occasion. 
Anyway, there were no courts 
martial, and none of our men otherwise felt the 
heavy hand of punishment for what they did to 
get fair play for the Iron Man. 
"There is nothing like a little human mirth to 
cure an ^ over-dose of misdirected dignity and if 
the ship’s goat didn’t cure the old boy. thorn a 
no question but that the Iron Man did. Anyway 
he hasn’t suffered that way since.

"Break out your jib!" 
I jerked quickly on the jib sheet and the 
big ballooner, tied up in stops, opened like 
giant flower, filled quickly to the light breeze. 
and eased Primrose IV away from the bowsprit of a great 
ketch lying just below us. 
All about us was the 
hustle and bustle of Portsmouth, England's greatest 
naval base. 
A battleship, die rails manned, was 
steaming up the river, band blaring. 
A score of 
yachts, any boat of which would have made a dozen 
of us, swung at anchor. 
Ferries bustled back and 
forth like self-important beetles. 
Not a soul of die thousands who could see us knew 
that bere was a craft setting forth to conquer the gray 
Atlantic. 
No one recognized in the fifty- 
foot schooner with the American ensign at 
the peak. Primrose IV. as sturdy and gal­ 
lant a ship as ever sailed the old, old ocean. 
But the anchor was aweigh and, by 
now, stowed. We had made all sail and 
were dodging in and out of the thick 
traffic. 
To the east and north lay die 
North Sea, "that shallow and danger­ 
ous puddle to which our coasting men 
give the grandiose name of ‘German 
Ocean,* " as Conrad says. Beyond that 
sea lay the real Viking trail—-Faroes. 
Iceland, and America. 
With more than a little tightening 
at out hearts we watched the land droj 
away. wondering— for we knew wei 
bow Death lurks along our chosen path­ 
way—if we would ever see those fair 
southern shores of England again.
